of the General Laws, Tercentenary Edition, relative to the inspection, 
condition and safety of dams of Hampden County, you are hereby advised 
that your dam, located on Middle Branch of the Westfield River in North 
Chester, has been recently inspected by our Engineer and your attention 
is called to the following conditions noted and recommendations made by 
him. 



n The crest of this dam has poor alignment. There is a bulge at 
about the 1/3 point from the left abutment. This bulge was noted 
in previous inspection reports. The crest planking appears to 
be in relatively good condition. 

The left abutment is still poor. At the right abutment failure 
has occured as pointed out previously. In the past the void at 
the right abutment, adjacent to the large tree, was completely 
filled with rock. During the recent inspection it was noted 
that the void between the right end of the timber dam and the 
stream bank is larger than ever. Though some rock is filling 
part of the void, the right abutment area could now begin a 
chain reaction of failure which might eventually effect the en- 
tire darn. The width of the void is about 5 1 at the crest 
alignment. 

The amount of water stored by this dam is quite small. The 
basin upstream of the dam has been nearly filled with gravel 
and boulders washed in by flood flows of past years. 



■2- 



Though the dam as existing is quite dilapitated, shows evidence of 
falling and it definitely has experienced a minor failure at the 
right end in the vacinity of the abutment, the structure does 
not endanger persons and property downstream. The dam 
as existing is nothing more than a low water fall in the stream. 
The difference in water level elevation between the surface of 
the water stored by the dam and the water level of the stream 
at the toe of the dam, is only about two feet. 

It is recommended that the owner be sent a copy of this report 
and be advised that unless better protective measures are taken 
at the right end of the dam, and unless the structure receives 
continuous maintenance, it is possible that failure as now ex- 
perienced could result in the eventual loss of the dam. n 

The County Hydraulic Engineer points out that your dam is in poor 
condition and without proper maintenance, present small failures 
may develop into more serious failures which could result in the 
complete loss of the dam. Because so little water is stored by the 
dam, it does not endanger persons and property downstream. The 
report of the County Hydraulic Engineer is sent to you with our 
recommendation that if the dam is of value to you, than it should 
be maintained properly and corrective action taken at the vari- 
ous points ©f present failure.

Gentlemen: 

On Wednesday, October 25, 1955, I inspected the 
dam of the Huntington Fire District and find that repairs 
have been completed and that minor alterations to the dam 
have been made in accordance with verbal discussions be- 
tween the undersigned and officials of the Huntington Mre 
District. The earth fill from in front of the masonry dam 
washed out in the August flood has been replaced. This earth 
fill section is considerably larger than the original section. 
The capacity of the spillway has been increased by the lower- 
ing of the crest through the removal of the top layer of 
masonry. 

Minor damage occurred as a result of the heavy rain 
storm of October l£th and 16th. Most of this damage has 
occurred to the road leading to the dam, 

After reviewing the spillway and dam now existing, 
it would seem advisable to raise that portion of the dam 
to the left of the spillway, that is on the opposite side 
of the spillway from the gate house to elevation of at 
least 3*5 feet above the crest of the spillway. This would 
result in the top of the dam on both sides of the spillway 
being about the same elevation. By so doing, the capacity 
of the spillway will be increased and the possibility of the 
earth fill being washed out from the foot of the masonry dam 
on the left part of the spillway will be minimi zed. The 
raising of the dam as herein suggested would require the 
raising of the masonry wall on the left side of the spillway/ 
The side walls of the spillway chute are not high enough to 
properly contain the cascading waters during time of heavy 
overflow. These side walls should be raised to prevent 
the cascading waters from damaging the earth fill. 

The above mentioned work should be planned by the 
District to be undertaken in 1956, and consequently it would 
seem advisable to recommend to the officials of the Fire 
District to provide funds in their budget for the coming 
year , to finance the suggested improvements.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 253, Section 45, et seq, of 
the General Laws, Tercentenary Edition, relative to Inspection, condi- 
tion and safety of the dams of Hampden County, you are hereby advised 
that your water supply dam serving the Huntington Fire District and 
located to the southwest of Route 20 on Cold Brook, has been recently 
inspected by our Engineer and your attention Is called to the following 
conditions noted and recommendations made by him. 

"This darn is again in need of routine maintenance and atten- 
tion. As reported from time to time In the past, each of the 
surfaces on the embankment sections, particularly the main 
section located to the left of the spillway, is covered with a 
heavy growth of brush and weeds. The growth was so thick 
that on the day of inspection, Thursday, August 7th, surface 
embankment of this dam could not be properly checked for 
condition. 

Water in storage was at the permanent crest of the masonry 
spillway and a thin sheet of water passed over the spillway. 
There were no flashboards on the crest. 



The spillway needs attention in that cracks and worn areas in 
the sidewalls and steps of the spillway masonry should receive 
attention. 



August 20, 1969 



The toe area of both embankment sections appeared dry. It 
was difficult to examine the toe of the left or main embank- 
ment section because of the thick brush growth. The Board 
of Water Commissioners of the Huntington Fire District 
should be directed to maintain this dam in a proper manner." 

As recommended by the County Hydraulic Engineer, we are sending 
to you the above report for your information and action. The elimina- 
tion of brush and weed growth from the earth embankment of the dam 
and the development of a well maintained sod growth provides the best 
protection for the surface of the embankment sections. It is urged that 
the Huntington Fire District establish a maintenance program at this 
dam to properly control weed and brush growth and to develop a good 
sod cover. 

The recommended repairs to the spillway should be accomplished within 
the next 12 months.

lost as normal stream flow will then probably follow fee diver- 
sion channel- Such an occurrence will not endanger persons and 
property downstream, since little water is stored by the dam.
